Prof. J. P. Lesley, State Geologist: 

Dear Sir : I have the honor to submit to you coal sta- 
tistics of the anthracite region for 1883 and 1884. 

These tables were compiled by Mr. Charles B. Scott for 
1883, and by Mr. Prank A. Hill for 1884, in order to meet a 
special demand made upon the Survey for this information. 
They are based upon the statistics of the State Mine In- 
spectors, Messrs. Samuel Gay, Robert Mauchline, James 
Ryan, G-. M. Williams, Patrick Blewitt, and James E. 
Roderick, and upon information respecting the list of col- 
lieries and their shipping railroads obtained from Mr. John 
H. Jones, accountant of the anthracite transportation com- 
panies. To all of these gentlemen the Survey is indebted 
for valuable assistance in the preparation of this report, 
which I would recommend should be published in conjunc- 
tion with the general map of the Anthracite Coal Fields 
(Plate VI) in advance of the other material to be contained 
in the Second Report of Progress of the Anthracite Survey. 

Mr. Jones has abandoned the publication of his annual 
list of the anthracite collieries ; a manuscript copy of his 
list for 1885 was furnished the Survey to aid in the compi- 
lation of the accompanying tables. 

I made an effort to make this report general for the coal 
mines of the State, but found it impossible to obtain, from 
the Bituminous Mine Inspectors statistics, similar to those 
procured from the inspectors in the anthracite region. 

Further reference is made to these statistics in the notes 
on pages 19, 20, and 21.

Notes. 

The statistics of the collieries in the anthracite coalfields 
have been compiled from the manuscript reports of the 
mine inspectors, furnished me in advance of their published 
report. They are the only ones which are collected for the 
entire region. The Geological Survey assumes no respon- 
sibility for the correctness of the tonnages assigned to each 
individual colliery, but only for the correctness of the sum- 
mations which are given in each table. The arrangement 
and grouping of the collieries under districts have been made 
upon the plan employed by Mr. John H. Jones who, up to 
this year, has published annually a list of the collieries of 
the anthracite region. The name of the shipping railroad 
for each colliery during 1884, together with much general 
information made use of in compiling these tables, has been 
furnished the Survey by Mr. Jones. 

The appropriations made for the work of the Geological 
Survey are not sufficient to permit of the independent col- 
lection of statistics of the production or shipment of the 
anthracite mines, and, in order to meet the demands made

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upon the Survey from various sources for this information, 
these statistics collected by the mine inspectors are pub- 
lished by the SurveJ^ 

In the case of the Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company, 
which controls all the mining operations in the Panther 
Creek district (No. 12), the tonnages published for the indi- 
vidual collieries have been taken from the annual reports of 
this compan j^ by special request. In compiling the general 
tables, (Tables ISTos. II to VII and No. IX) however, the total 
shipment of coal from the Panther Creek district for 1884, as 
reported by the mine inspectors, Messrs. Gay and Rode- 
rick, (962,314 tons) has been used, instead of the shipment 
(937,781 tons) as reported by the' company. For making 
the same computations for 1883, the production reported 
by the same inspectors (825,186 tons)* has been used, in- 
stead of the production reported by the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation Company (920,818 tons.) ' 

No common plan is followed by the Mine Inspectors in 
reporting the shipment or production of the anthracite 
mines, so tliat great difBculty has been experienced in sys- 
tematizing the statistics here published. To properly un- 
derstand the tables the following notes are required : 

For 1883 the shipment and production were reported of 
each colliery in inspector' s district No. 1. The figures given 
for each colliery are the shipment figures reported. 

In districts Nos. 2, 8, and 5 the shipment was alone re- 
ported for each colliery. The total production of districts 
Nos. 2 and 3 was obtained, respectively, by adding to the 
total shipment six per cent, for mine and local consumption, 
and that of district No. 5 was obtained by adding, in addi- 
tion to six per cent., 41,400 tons, which were reported for 
local sales. 

In districts Nos. 4 and 6 the production was alone re- 
ported for each colliery, and the total shipment for each 
district was obtained by assuming that the total mine and 

* Colliery No. 13 of the Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company during 1883 
was worked under contract by Sv/artz, Oliver and Jones. The total tons re- 
ported by Mr. Gay for 1883 includes 12,847 tons from colliery No. 13. No indi- 
vidual tonnage is given for this colliery in the report of the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation Company, 
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local consumption, in tlie case of No. 4, was six per cent, of 
the total shipment, and in the case of No. 6 was sev^en per 
cent. 

^ For 1884 the shipment alone was reported for each col- 
liery in inspector's district No. 1 ; the total amount of coal 
consumed at the mines was also given, which was added to 
the total shipment to obtain the total production. 

In district No. 2 the shipment of each colliery was given, 
and in some cases the mine production was also given. The 
production of collieries where the shipment was alone re- 
ported was assumed to be six per cent, more than the ship- 
ment, for local and mine consumption. The total produc- 
tion was obtained by adding the production of the individual 
collieries thus obtained to the production of the collieries 
reported. 

In district No. 3 the shipment and production of each 
colliery were reported. 

In district No. 4 the production alone was given, and the 
total shipment obtained by assuming the production to be 
six per cent, more than shipment. 

In district No. 5 the shipment for each colliery alone was 
given, and the total production was obtained by assuming 
it to be six per cent, more than the shipment, for mine and 
local consumption. 

In district No. 6 the shipment and production of each 
colliery were reported. 

The division of the collieries into districts with their cor- 
responding numbers agrees with a similar division and sys- 
tem of numbers on the accompanying map (Plate VI.) 
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
